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I, INTRODUCTION 



1. Interrogation of the Prisoners involved has established that 

GLOBETROTTER does not comprise any far-flung and coherent subversive 
movement*""' Investigation has shown that DE CHELARD and HOMMEN had 
some nebulous ideas in such a direct icn^ that GALT A v^us merely a 
political cranlc, and that DUSCHEIC was out to create a position for 
himself and therefore half-heartedly joined forces with DE CHEIuvRD. 

PLEGEL might have become a v/illing party to HOMMEN *3 and DE CHELilRD^s 
schemes when he fortuitously came into contact v/ith these individuals. 

In fact it was ho who, during his travels in the British and US Zones ^ 
spread among former SS and HJ leaders living underground such vague 
infm about DE CHELARD and his intentions as he had heard from DE CliELARD 
himself, SPRB'FGER, STEIIDER and MORITZEN. PLEGEL *s utterances, reaching 
more and more ears, became so distorted, that eventually a number of 
individuals came to believe in the existence of a well-organised movement 
centred around IS CriEL/'LRD at ITZEKOE.

A. ITZEHOE GROUP 

HOi.lilEN^s association with GLOBETROTTER originated v/hen DE CliEL/iRD 
obtained employment in HOMlEN^s business in Oct 45* HQvDlEivf, whc 
describes himself a.s a Pan-European, claims that at that time he vvas 
interesting himself purely academico.l^y Pan-Europeanism. 

In Jan 46 he made^ the follo'wing arrangements with DE raEDjJRD: 

a) To found which \rauld aim at a Federation of 

European States under the leadership of GRELn.T BRITAIN* 

b) To utilise p as a b.'isis for govornuont, a mdified fonc of JTational- 
Socialism, free from racial discrimination and militarism^ 

c; DE CHEIiiLRD was to organise the movanent in GEHvi^virr, and 

HQ/If/iEN * s port in this arrangement was to assist DE CHELlRD 
v/ith money and also to formulate an ideological programme 
for the proposed movement, 

Y/ith this end in view', HOKUIEN wrote a series of politico- 
religious essa.ys. entitled "Die Brief e des IvlEGHIN" ("Letters of the 
IviEGHIl'J") which he gave to DE CHED'tRD, who adapted them and used them 
as an ideological basis for his proposed movement , v/hich he called 
"Die Leute des MEGHIN" ("People of the MEGHIN"), 

It is unlikely that HOl^uiEN did not realise early in his 
association v/ith DE CILEL'JID that the latter's interest in Pan- 
Europeanism was nothing mere than a cover for his own n^chinations. 
Nevertheless, he continued to associate with DE CKEL^RD, :xnd allowed 
him' to use his office as a meeting place for individuals whom DE 
CHEKlRD had enlisted or intended to enlist for his ov/n purposes# 

There is no evidence tliat DE CHELaPD made any head»/ay with his ' 
proposed org, he apparently talked convincingly of his nebulous plans

CZICH, LuiPIi‘'IS and OTCIQilL met at SCHRODER 's and were introduced to DE 
C:£SLJUDJ DE ChlimiD told them that he was employed by a 

former Dutch National Socialist, DE CrULiJlD stated that he and 
HOt.rvEN were in touch with a number of individuals in ITZEHOE who 
hoped for a revival of some form of Nr'.ticnal Socialism. DE CliELiJlD 
tried to persuade all those present to Join what he vaguely termed 
"his group". Li.PI^FS and NICICEL state that they all refused pointr 
blank to have anything to do with his group. None of them invited 
DE CHEL'JtD to stay overnight, and he therefore left VENIfE the same 
evening. 

End Mar - beg Apr 46 , DE Ch'ELuJlD paid a second and last visit 
to VEi/NE. He called on HPINS, lia ving learnt that SCHRuDER had 
been arrested, and insisted tha.t NICIQSL a.nd C2ICK should bo sent for, 
a,s he liad important news for them. Upon their arrival, DE c:iEL*i^D 
gave an address on the "Russian Menace", ard said that he considered 
war between RUSSL.. and the Western idllies to be inevitable. He 
mentioned that a number of Europea.n intellectuals had formed an org 
vd-d.ch aimed at a United States of the WORLD ("faiti-Bev/egung") , He 
considered this to be the only effective step to combat the spread of 
Corrmunism, IkxPINS and NICICEL state that, on this occasion also, all 
tliose present refused to have anything to do vlth DE CiiEjLuUj’s 
fantastic schemes, LzU^INS v/as the only member of the VEi’fuE Group 
who subsequently saw DE CliELi'LRD again. In .apr 46, L:u.lNS tra. veiled 
ITZEHOE in order to visit a former comrade Klaus RSUTEA who was in 
hospital there, iifter visiting REUTER, Li'^PIl^S oalled cn DE CliELiiRD 
?.t MuNSTERDORP to ask hira to visit REUTER occasionaLly in the ' hospital, 
DE CaSLiJffl immediately wanted to introduce LxiPINS to HQsiME^i and lUSCHEK^ 
and also invited him to stay overnight. LJPINS refused all these 
offers and returned to VEl'^KE, 

About Easter 46 , REUTER came to VENTJE on leave froiri hospital. 

Ho told LAPINS that DE CHELiLRD had soen him and persuaded liim to Join 
the EVB, having told him that Li^INS v/as ca member, K JOIN'S advised 
REUTER to break off his, .connect ions with DS CIlEi^ivRD and the EVI3, 

Early May 46 , SCIiRODER was released and returned tc ^/ENI'E. 

Li'uPINS informed him of DE CHELuJlD’s second Visit during his absence, 
SCiipflEER insisted that DE CHELuRD should be told not to visit them 
a.’ .in, nor to use their names in connoction v/ith his schemes. LiJ^INS 
Wv.nt to ITZEHOE, where he visited REUTER. He then v/ent on to 
MUHSTERDORP)- and passed SCHRODER 's instructions on to Di^ CHEL.lRD,
